In bur’address of last week hav- 
ing, we belleve, fairly stated the 
facts and claims of Christ'an Scl- 
ence and having pointed ouf®the un- 
reasonableness and iaconsistehcy® of 
some of its statemeuts, we now pro- 
ceed to Inquire whether its teach- 
ings are Scriptural.

A Menu That Brings Health. - 

However, he cannot do this if he 
wants to attain perfect health and 
peace of mind and body.

There have been may-references to the firm 
of Krupp since the war began. The latest book | 
on the subject—“Krupp's and the International | 
Armament Ring: the Scandal'of Modern Civi- 
lization,” is by Mr. H. Robertson Murray, who 
supplies ma#€y.details of the great-German gun- 
making establishment. As Js well known, when 
Friedrich Alfred Krupp died in.1902 he left the 
works to his eldest daughter, Bertha. The whole 
concern in 1903 was floated as a company with 
@ capital of $45,000,000. In 1906 Bertha Krupp 
was married to Baron Krupp von Bohlen, who is 
now president of the Council of Trustees. Be- 
fore his marriage to the heiress of the Krupp 
millions he was in the Diplomatic service, first 
at the German Legation at Pekin, and after- 
wards at Washington. 

The prosperity of the Krupp firm has been 
remarkable, though the profits for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1914, Amounted to $9,475,000, as 
against $9,650,000 for the previous year, and the 
dividend fell to 12 per cent. from 14 per cent. 
But the outbreak of war has more than compen- 
sated for the temporary fall in receipts. Mr. 
Murray states that at the time of his writing 
his book the capital had been increased from 
$45,000,000 to $62,500,000. Just before the war 
the Krupp employees numbered 80,000 people; 
but since the outbreak of war the number has 
been increased to well ovér 100,000.

Writing from Canadian divisiona} 
headquarters in Flanders a Canadian 
otficer describes the British army" in 
Belgium’ and northern’ ‘France © 2% 
Spread out like'a fan wit! the wavy 
#dge the line in the Gring jrenchee, 
the support trenches some hundreds 
of yads behind, and further back 
along the ribs of the'fan tht various 
headquarters — of brigades of divi- 
sions, of\army corps: and of armies, 
“until at the end of the fan one 
reaches the “ general headquarters 
where Field Marshal Sir Joka French 
stands with his hand on the dynamo, 
which sends its {mpulsea through 
every part. of- tte great rachine 
pread out in fron.” 

The officer describes the eystem of 
the “signal branch’? which with its 
wires and dispaich riders {is the 
meahs of communication with every 
part of the field; the inielligence 
branch, ‘which collects anc com- 
municates information aboul the én- 
emy from every source it can tap,” 
for one’ thing interrogating prisoners 
and comparing statements made by 
them! and the adjutant’ general's, 
quartermaster general's and medical 
service departments grouped in¢the 
vicinity. 

“As one goes forward, from gen- 
eral headquarters toward the edge 
of the fan,” continues the narrator, 
“one comes in contact with more and 
more men, and realizes quickly that 
in spite of months of trench warfare 
the British troops are superbly ft 
and ready for any task which the 
coming advance may impose un them. 
Their physical condition 1: ec robust 
as to be asfonishing, The complete 
eMclency of the men fs backed by the 
fact that they are well fea and the 
army is healthier than any other 
army that has ever faced war, and 
typhoid ts ‘aYmost unknown. This 
amazing record of health Is due to 
the sanitary precautions that are tak- 
en. One of the most remarkable of 
these is the system of hot baths and 
the sterilizing of clothing. 

“Bathing establishments have been 
put up in various parts of the field. I 
viewed thé largest of them. It Is ina 
building which before the war was a 
jute factory. Every succeeding hour 
of the day a whole company of men 
have hot baths here. They strip to 
the skin and while they wallow in 
buge-vats of hot water, their under- 
clothing is treated with 220 degrees 
of steam.” ‘i

After a stormy 
crisis Premler Venezelos resigned his 
Position and the King made a shift 
by having M. Gounaris’form a co- 
alition cabinet. -

will possibly have his way in assist- 
ing at the overthrow_of Greece's an- 
clent tyrant and enemy, Turkey. M. 
Venezelos is a Cretan by birth, and 
before becoming Premier of Greece

Paul Balbaud, sends ‘from

military methods: 

The firat day of April was glori- 
ous, and millioas of men from Nlew: 
port to Belfort breathed with joy 
the spring alr. Aer-planes hoverea 
in the air Mxe huge dragon files. ln 
his trench réar Notre Dame de Lor- 
ette and La Bassee Georges X—— 
was like everyone enjoying the first 
April morning, and in spite of the 
tedlousness of his sentry duties he 
was ready to forget all past and fu- 
ture dangers, 

In front of him the plain rlmost 
without a wrinkle extended fa: 
away. <A slight zig-zag in the dis- 
tance shows the place where the 
Germans are sheltered in th:ir un- 
derground dens. And Georges knowe 
that no surprise can come in the 
broad light; this plain Is n~ place 
to hide ambushes, 

Other men in the trench. play 
cards to make shorter the long 
hours, and others dig new trenche’, 
A soldier rising from his work anc 
looking towards the German trenches 
calls out:. 

“Say, Georges, what's coming ove 
there?" All men quickly turm their 
eyes towards the point far away 
where the newcomers were signaled. 
Three figures are walking ‘towards 
the’French .lines—two smau figures 
and a larger one. 

A COWARDLY DEVICE. 

By-and-bye the figures can be seen 
more clearly. No doubt remains; 
one man and two women. The man 
seems to drive brutally the women 
in front of him. It is perfectly clear 
now. The man is a German officer 
and the women are forced to advahce 
in spite of their reluctant behavior, 

Now they are fot 500 yards away. 
They stop. Georges sees distinctly 
the Teuton grasp the women and 
keep them against his breast. 

All the French in their trenches 
are in a turmojl. Will they shoot? 

“The coward!” mutters Georges. 
“Will he succeed in getting away in 
thls dirty way? We must shoot him 
down,” + 

“Impossible! 500 yards away! We 
would shoot the women, too." 

The Teuton is perfectly at ease. 
He takes his glasses and inspects 
our trenches. One of the women 
ge‘; away. He brutally brings her 
back and slaps her in the face. He 
knows the character of his oppon- 
ent; no one will dare shoot. 

Our friends are in a powerless 
rage. The German takes a note- 
book and a pencil ana begins to 
draw. The women {fn terror remain 
still against the officer's breast. 

“This cannot last any longer," 
said Georges. “I am going to fetch 
the lieutenant.” 

A CRACK SHOT, 

His Heutenant is a very young 
Man, just out of the special military 
school of St. Cyr. In recent fights 
he won the confidence of his men by 
his calm behavior in front of the 
most terrible dangers. 

Witb bis field giasses he carefully 
observes the group, Everyone follows 
his gestures anxiously. 

“Who has the best riffle here?” 

“Mine never missed his man,” 
sald one of the ‘“Pollus.” 

“Give it to me.” 

He carefully works the mechan- 
fam. He again measures the dis- 
tance with his graded field glass. 
Then placing the riser of his gun at 
the right distance, he placed a cart- 
ridge in the barrel, worked again 
the mechanism, then slowly placing 
the gun on the ground he cautiously 
almed, i 

Terrible seconds of anxiety. A 
fash! A cry of victory all along the 
trench.” The coward, struck right in 
the breast, has fallen like a mass, 
Then a mad run of the two freed 
women. The dumb German line sud- 
denly gets lively again and all along 
their trenches voljeys are shot. But 
our men with a hot fire prevent the 
Germans alming carefully; and the 
two poor victims of the brutal Teu- 
ton, out of breath, are recelyed in 
our trench by dozens of arms who 
seize and bring to safety the faint- 
ing girls. 


German Helmets, 

Despite the Leavy appearance of 
the German’ soldiers’ helmets, they 
are exceedingly light. Though made 
of steel, they are nearly as light as 
a straw hat, and far more comfoft. 
able, The large military-looking spike 
is not placed on the top of the: hel- 
met for ornarnent alone. There are 
several large iuoles it It, which venti- 
late the wearer’s head.

As our next tes- 
son, will be fo chapter xxvi we will 
consider the David und Jonathan In- 
cients In chaptets xvill'to xxill In 
chapter xiv the name of Jonathau is 
mentioned twenty-four times. and in 
chapter xx it is found twenty-seven 
times. His name may mean the gift 
of Jebovab, and be surely was such to 
David, a rea) friend und comforter, 
Making us think of Paul’s words con- 
cefning some’ of bis hélpers, “Fellow 


workers unto the kingdom of God, |: 


which bave been a comfort unto me” 
(Col. iv, 11). In our first introduction 
to Jonathan (chapters xii! and xiv), in 
which we find his natne just twenty- 
eight times, we see him as a brave sol- 
dier, relying upon Jeborah to fight for 
him and with him (xiv, 7). The next 
Mention of bim fs ufter David's defeat 
of Goliath, when we read that bis soul 
was knit with the soul of David. for 
be loved him as his own soul. He 
stripped himself of his garments and 
armor and put them upon Darid tchap- 
ter xvill, 14; sce also xx, 17; [1 Sam 
4, 26). They were truly kindred spir- 
ita, both strong ip the Lord. We can- 
not but think of Him who emptied 
Himself for as, laid aside ull His glory, 
that He might redeem us, clothe us 
with His righteousbess and share with 
us His Kingdow. We think also of 
the disciple" whom Jesus loved. who 
leaned upon his bosom, but we remem- 
ber what is written in Jobn xill, 1, of 
all true disciples, “He loved them unto 
the end, to the uttermust™ (R. V., mar 
gin). 3 } 

The next Incident fs in chapter xix, 
1-7, where Jonathan pleaded with bis 
father for David. reminding bim that 
through David the Lord wrought a 
great salvation for all Israel, and so 
David wus for a time restored tu Saul's 
favor, but we saw In Jast lesson how 
Worthless and uncertain it was 2 

in our lesson chupter we see David 
returning fron: Samuel (to whom he had 
Sed) to interview Jonathan and to tell 
him that when near Saul he felt that 
there Was but a step between bim and 
death and to ask him to Ond out if he 
could just how his fatber really felt 
toward him, for it would seem as if 
David could scarcely believe thut Saul 
hated him as greatly as these sudden : 
outbreaks of temper would Indicate. 
One may give wny to temper again and 
again and yet really love the person 
spoken or acted ngalnst: How beauti- | 
ful was Jonathan's reply to Darid, 
“Whatsoerer thy sou! desireth 1 will 
even do ft for thee” (zx, 4), or as in 
the margin. ~Say what is thy mind, | 
what thy soul speuxeth or thinketh, 
and I will do it.” What a friend to 
bave and yet listen to Him who calls 
us friends, “If ye shall ask anything 
fn My name I will do tt™ John xv, 15; 
xiv, 14), Jonathan seems not to have 
believed up to this time that his futher 
meant any real hurm to David, prob- 
ably attributing all to his fearful tem- 
Per, for be sald, “If 1 knew certainty 
that evil were determined by my fa- 
ther to come upon thee would not I tell 
it thee?" (xx, 9.) They went out into 
the feld alone with the Lord and with 
Prayer, and, as in His sight, they made 
® covenant the one with the other and 
arranged a plan by which Jonathan 
would find out certainly what his fa- 
ther’s attitude to David really was 
(xx, 11-23), When the plan was work- 
ed out and Saul's anger against David 
became so manifest that be ‘tried to 

1 Jonathan for taking David's part, 
(ben Jonathan knew that it was de- 
termined of his father to slay David. 
So he arose from the table In fierce 
anger, for he was grieved for David 
(xx, 8234), Then Jonathan in the 
morning went out Into the field and 
communicated with David by a pre- 
arranged plan (xx, 18-24, 35-40), 

It was a three days’ interval (verse 
19), reminding us of so many three 
days’ stories, and it was a morning 
farewell that these two friends now 
had (verse 35), reminding us by anal- 


and contrast of so many morning |’ 


stories. The statement in verse 89 that 
the lad who gathered the arrows knew 
bo. anything of the ‘significance of his 
doings nor of the real meaning of Jon- 
athan’s words to him has often come 
t me with power, as I ve given 
His message from His worl from time 
to time, simply know that 1 was 
seeking to be faithful to. him, but not 
knowlng anything of what He might 
be accomplishing by the message, but 
sure always that He knew what He 
was doing and that His word will al- 
ways accomplish His pleasure (dobn 
vi, 6; Isa, ly, 11). How pathetic the 
farewell of these two after the lad had 
wone—the kissing. the weeping, the 
committing of each other to the Lord. 
€nd Jonathan's “Go In peace” tverses 
41, 42). In the mornin: to ‘which we 
look forward we shail be “forever with 
the Lord" (1 Thess. iv, 17). What a 
contrast to this sad parting and all 
Dartinga! They met once more, and 
Jonathan strengthened David to God, 
and they spoke of the kingdom and 
fenewed their covenant (xxilf. 16-18), 
What God does or permits ro be done 
& often to us a great mystery, but 
there is comfort in His words “What 
- do thou knowest not now, but thou 
foo know he-eafter” tJobn xiii, 7."

Nor will the visitor to the 
Canadian Pavilion be dissapointed in 
is respect. The mineral exhibit 
aries from the stereotyped multipli- 
tion of the smaller specimens in 
mall cases to the greater specimens 
that can be weighed not only in 
/ Ounces and pounds but that can be 
gauged by hundredweights and tons. 

The central court and south side of 
the interior of the beautiful Canadian 
building are given over to the mineral 
exhibit. On either side of the central 
court are showcases of all sizes con- 
talning specimens of Canadian min- 
erals of all sorts, some very small and 
some weighing several hundred tons, 
all varied in thelr appearance and 
placed so as not tq show the character 
of the rock only ‘but also to give a 
pleasing and interesting effect to the 
general view. 

In the center of this minor exhibit 
is a huge pyrolite weighing more than 
half a ton and that has been shaped 
into a cube. - Surrounding it are sev- 
eral tons of large-sized specimens 
showing the various characteristics of 
the Sudbury nickeFore. This larger 
specimen is out there perhaps to draw 
the attention of the visitor to the spe- 
clal minerals surrounding it, they be- 
ing varied and numerous in character. 

Contemporaneous, with its mineral

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“It is now! well over a week since 
the fierce battle in which the Cana- 
dians were so heavily engaged, but a 
complete statement of the losses in- 
curred ‘has not»yet been given’ out. 


+ Each ‘issue of the dally press since 


then has contained long lists of killed 
and wounded, mainly officers, but 


‘elear and definite figures of the total 


casualties In all ranks have yet to 
appear. The casualties are estimated 
at over’ 6,000. ; 
It is quite evident, however, that 
the losses sustained by the Canadian 
ivisfon make the proportion of killed 
and wounded to the numbers engaged 


a2 not far short of the proportions in 


some of the bloodiest battles in his- 
tory.. Last week {t was estimated 
that the division had lost a fourth of 
the officers engaged.”. It now seems 
‘as if the proportion was over a third. 
It is probable, when a full statement 
comes to hand, that the losses in rank 
and file will be found to be little less. 

Up.to Saturday fitty officers were 
reported killed, 130 wounded and 
forty-two missing. In some of the 
battalions and eompanies the’ losses 


,in officers were exceptionally heavy. 


The third battalion, which started 
from Canada with 44 officers, lost 17. 
C company of this battalion lost all 
its officers—Capt. Streight and Lieut. 
dohnson being wounded, and Llieuts. 
Jarvis, Mediland and Kirkpatrick 
killed. 

While still awaiting a final state- 
ment of losses, it {s possible to piece 
together,<from various and disjointed 
reports, a fairly clear description of 
the engagement in which the Cana- 
dians were so badly cut up. The 
Canadians had British troops on their 
right, and French troops on their left. 
Up to five o’clock the day had been 
fairly quiet. Then, taking advantage 
of a favoring wind, the Germans dis- 
charged vast quantities of a polson- 
ous gas towards the section of the line 
held by French troops on the Cana- 
dians' left. This vapour, heavier than 
air, held close to the ground, and was 
carried in a mass toward the French 
Nnes. Choking ang stupified, the 
French ‘broke as the Germans, who 
were protected by a cotton padding 
against their own poisonous fumes, 
rushed the deserted trenches. In a 
moment the Canadians, the French 
having fallen back, found thelr left in 
the air, with the German mass surg- 
ing past. The Canadians’ left. was 
then thrown back to form a new line. 
This placed a portion of the Canadian 
force in the form of a V, the 13th and 
14th. battalions, Montreal troops, 
forming the narrow part of the V. 


These were eventually cut off by the 
German® advance and, according to 
German accounts, a thousand were 
taken prisoners, The forcing back- 
ward of the Canadian left caused:the 
exposure of a number of batteries, 
which were rather close up, and two 
Canadian 4.7 guns were captured. 
Other batteries, firing both ways at 
enemies crowding almost up to the 
guns, kept the Germans at bay. Not- 
withstanding the effects of the gas, 
from which Canadians as well as the 
French suffered, and despite the ex- 
posure of their left by the withdrawal 
of the French, the Canadians held 
stubbornly on, and by doing so pre- 
vented what might have_proved a 
great disaster. Later on, aided by 
British reinforcements, they swept 
back over much of the ground ceded 


at the begining, and recovered the! D Company. 


lost guns, but only after these had 
been blown up by the Germans:

The thrilling, fascinating and 


tragic story of Mr. Elmer Luck’s ex- 
beriencies for $ months as a prisoner 
of War in Germany was told in the 
Tabernacle church, Friday night. In 
spite of a heavy and continuous down- 
pour of rain severai hundreds came 
to hear for themselves from the lips 
and heart of one who has suffered 
the real situation described.

Dr, John J. Moorhead, of New York, has 
adopted a new treatment for leg fractures which 
obviates the use of splints and assures a much 
more speedy recovery of the patient and better 
results. 

With bit and drill he drills entirely through 
the. bone, just below the fracture. The drill is 
left in the bone with an end protruding through 
the flesh on either side of the leg. To the ends 
is affixed a smali curved apparatus, something 
like a brace, and from this end over the }+-:titn - 
ing end is suspended by sniall cords a weight of 
twenty-four to twenty-five pounds. 

The advantage of this method is that it in- 
sures the bones knitting properly excluding any 
possibility of the injured leg. being shorter than 
the uninjured one. Also by relieving all strain 
on the joints the danger of injury to them is 
cHiminated. The time of healing also is quick- 
ened to such an extent that the recovery is much 
more rapid and there is less suffering for the pa- 
tient.

The cane appeared in England as 
tre padge of aristocracy in about the 
fifth century, but after serving this 
purpose for some time came into the 
hands of the humbler and: was drop- 
ped by those of higher social stand- 
ing. dt was re-established In its true 
form by the pilgrims and soldiers re- 
turning from the Holy Land during, 
the Crusades, and soon came {nto 
popularity again. With a revival of 
the cane among the gentry came a 
period: of decoration, and canes of 
exquisite design and of great value 
reaulted. :

{ RARE RELIC AT ARRAS 





Devastated Arras possesses an an- 
cfent church, Notre Dame des Ardeats, 
which remained uninjured despite the 
terrific bombardment, and which con- 
tains a unique relic that is nearly, 1,008 
years old. The relic is known as the 
holy candle. It is guarded in a richly 
enameled silver casket, made to the 
order of Jean de Sasquepee, lord of 
Baudimont and owner of Arras, and 
a curious history is attached to it- 
Legend says that in May, 1106, the 
Holy Virgin appeared during the night 
to two minstrels. A terrible plague 
depopulated Arras at that time, and 
the Virgin gave the two minstrels a 
candle, which they in turn gave te 
Bishop Lambert, of Arms, and tol@ 
them that the hot wax of this candle 
mixed with pure water would cure 
the inhabitants of Arras of the dread- 
ful malady. The remedy proved eff- 
cacious, and a grateful populace erect- 
ed the Monastery of Ardents. The 
candle has been carefully guarded, 
and it is the firm belief of the tm 
habitants Arras that it frequently 
saved th from utter destruction.

+ President Wilson’s policy of ‘‘watchful wait- 
ing” with Mexico, has been patient, and long- 
suffering, almost to the point of humiliation. 
> His speech at Philadelphia on Monday night in 
which he promulgated the doctrine about being 
“too proud to fight” was regarded as a further 
evidence of executive effeminacy. The speech 
‘was probably prepared long in advance of the 
tragic events to which certain passages were 
supposed to apply. That President Wilson be- 
dieves in peace and peaceful methods is a well 
known fact. But that he believes in peace when 
it means a callous disregard for national honor, 
and the common rights of humanity, is not to be 
credited. .

Louis, who has represented the German beer 
business in Congress. 

The country irrespective of party has un- 
bounded confidence in President Wilson. I be- 
lieve he will_be firm, while he remains calm. 
There will be no declaration of war by this 
country. But I do not see how, Wilson can re- 
frain from taking such steps as will lead to a 
suspension of all intercourse with Germany. 

This is indeed a war of humanity against 
savagery. There must be no thought of peace 
until Germany is made incapable of doing harm. 

Although I am a Socialist, 1 say that all 
other questions must be subordinated to that of 
victory for civilization in this war—victory final 
and overwhelming. Then after the war is over

“THE FIRST SEWING ‘MACHINE. 

It Was Made By a Poor Tailor Wh: 
Had Mighty Hard Luck. 


As early a8 1790 there was a rude 
machine used by shoemukers for sew- 
{ng the leather for boots and shoes. 






That was the first step in the progress 
of mechanical sewing, Hut the :ma- 
chine was too crude to be used on 
anything finer than leather. 

The first really practical sewing 
machine was:made by a poor tailor, 
Barthelemy Thimmonier of St. Etl- 
ennc, France, in 1830. In Thim- 

monfer’s apparatus the needle was 
hooked at the end, and, ‘descending 
through the cloth it brought up with 
it a loop of thread that it carried 
through the previously made ‘loop, 
and thus formed a chain on the upper 
surface of the fabric. 

Although machine was made 
of. wood and very clumsy, it appeared 
at an opportune time, for there was a 
great demand just then for thousands 
of extra army garments that could 
not be supplied through the regular 
sources.. As many as eighty machines 
were made and used for the Govern- 
ment. But the occasion that made 
the invention successful was also the 
means of Its downfall, for shortly af- 
terward an ignorant and furious mob 
wrecked the establishment and nearly 
murdered the unfortunate inventor. 

sThimmonier, however, was nat 
discouraged. He went to Paris, trav- 
eling the entire distance on foot, 
without a penny in his pocket. In 
that city he had the good fortune to 

{oterest a firm ir his invention, and 

Preparations were made to begin 

manufacturing the machines. But 
scarcely was the enterprise started 

when the revolution of 1848 turned 
the country upside down and blasted 
the prospects of the resolute inventor, 

Stull he hoped to get recognition in 

the great exhibition at London in 

1851, but here his machine falled 
absolutely to attract any attention, 
| 0, downhearted and discouraged, he 
| Journey sadly back to St. Etienne and 
died there in 1857, 

Ellas Howe was more fortunate. 
His machine, too, was more Ingeni- 
ously made and dig better work, but 
there is no doubt that Thimmonier, 
the poor French tailor, deserves the 
credit of making the first practical 
| sewing machine. z,

| more than half. of the prisoners fell 
ill. One docter died. and now the 
remaining physican does the work. 
The prisoners*had to help with the 
doctor's cases. Some prisoners went 
mad and we had to watch them. 


Brutality of Officers. 


“While more than thirty prisoners 
have died, it is amazing that more 
have not succumbed. I could relate 
innumerable instances of brutality by 
officers upon civilian prisoners. One 
feeble man of 60 years was knocked 
down with a blow of a musket in the 
hands of an officer, and his face saved 
in. Right up to the time I was let 
out the unspeakable cruelty to pris- 
oners went on.” 

The informant says he has indis- 
putable evidence of reliable eye-wit- 
nesses that British soldiers at the 
Celleager and Munster military camps 
have been hideously maltredted by 
German soldiers. Prisoners, he says 
I were tied to a stake, for some viola~- 
tion or other, after being stripped of 
their clothes, Threp died after being 
cut down.

Lieut, Hodge has now a crew of 
about fifty, twice the size he had at 
first. Half the crew are in billet 
while WF others are on duty. Lately 
Ptes. Jag. Redden and H. Williams, 
who'were with the base Company at 
Tidworth, Enrland, wete moved to 
France and are with Lieut. Hodge. 

Sergt. Larkin, Second Battalion, 
lying wounded at Cardiff, said: “One 
of the pluckiest things was. done by 
the machine gun team of the Second 
Battalion. They occupied a: cottage 
in broad daylight within the German 
lines and pldnted a machine gun, 
under Captain Hooper. Eventually 
they'were driven out. Captain Hoop- 
er is wounded and missing.” 

Sergt. Larkin confirms the asser- 
tion made by many Canadians that 
the German dead were so numerous 
after they had.been repulsed in the 
charges leading up to their great at-| 
tack that. Canadians piled the bodies; 
as parapets. “The German artillery 
fire was so heavy that it was more 
like machine-gun fire, he says" “It is 
a curious fact that in the préliminary 
German attacks not one of our men 
was brought in suffering from bayon- 
et wounds. The Germans damaged 
us by shell or rifle fire, but would not 
risk coming to us in close quarters; 
they either ran away or stood still 
and screamed ‘Mercy’.” — 1 

“The Second Battalion, at the end 
of Friday, had six officers killed, six 
wounded and missing, and four 
wounded.” 

Pte. Gordon Grahame of “H” Com:| 
pany, 2nd Battalion, was in the hos- 
pital with a fractured arm, received 
while sniping a few days before the 
great battle of Langemarck. Hear- 
ing that the Canadians were engaged, 
Grahame slipped away from the nurs- 
‘es and’ joined the gun crew. He was 
in the Jatter part of the great battle 
and then went back to the hospital. 
His home is in Toronto, 

Pte. ‘Heber Rogers of Peterboro, 
who: was killed, was only 19 the day 
he enlisted.. He was the possessor of 
the ‘Royal Humane Society's medal! 
for life-saving, awarded him when he 
boy of ten. He saved two lives from 
drowning.—Campbellford News. .

These projectiles are made of the 
highest possible grade of steel, tem- 
pered and heat-treated in such a 
manner that ’.e points: are so hard 
that no tool known will cut them. 
A diamond will hardly make a mark 
on the point of such a projectile. 
Strange as it may seem, carbon is 
contained in a high percentage in 
these hard points. and gives the pro- 
jectile its hardness just as {t does in 
the diamond. 

High-power projectiles are con- 
structed with cavities In thelr cen- 
tre which contain the explosive 
charge, the explosive carried varying 
with the size of the projectile. A 
12in. shell, welghing 870 pounds, 
carries about 30 pounds of explosive. 
The cavity of such a projectile is 
about 7in. in diameter at the base, 
and gradually tapers In size towards 
the point. After the charge is plac- 
ed in the projectile a plug Is screwed 
into the base, thus sealing up the 
explosive, and a fuse is inserted in 
the centre of thé plug extending 
intc the explosive within the cavity. 
The fuse, without which the explo- 
sive is barmiess, depends upon the 
high rotary motion of the shell to 
become active. This rotary motion 
fs Imparted by the rifling of the gun. 
In the smooth surface of the tube 
are cut the rifilng-grooves, of a 
widtbyof about 1-3 inch. 

Round the shell, near its base, in 
a groove cut for the purpose, is com- 
Pressed what is known as the rotat- 
ing band. This band projects above 
the surface of the shell and cor- 
responds with the rifling-grooves, so 
that upon its discharge it is forced 
inte the rifling, where [It acts aa a 
seal to prevent the escape of the gas 
formed by the exploding powder and 
gives the shell the required rotary 
motion, which keeps it on its true 
course with its point always in a 
direct line ahead.

A judge in Berlin has decided that 
a wounded soldier has a perfect 
right to the bullet that lodged in his 
body because, when it reached him, 
it was legally subject to nobody's; 
The enemy relinquished 
its ownership in sending the bullet 
forth. 

This question of no ownership 
does not give the surgeon who ex- 
tracts the bullet any right to lt, even 
if the wounded soldier at the time 
should be unconsclous‘and unable te 
assert his claim. Should the sur- 
geon retain the bullet extracted by 
him the soldier bas a good cause for 
damages against him, the court held. 

Other jurists ‘assert that the en- 
emy does not lose its.ownership af- 
ter the firing of a bullet, and who- 
ever comes out victorious has a 
right to all the ammunition that has 
been fred and which can be retove- 
ed from the wounded or dead. There- 
fore, no individual bas any right to 
lay claim to an extracted bullet. ’

The Hon. Mrs. Evelina Haverfield 
has trained a corps of 200 women to 
assist in the cavalry remount de- 
partment, 

The girl guides is another big 
corps organized in England after the 
system and rules of the boy scouts.

In war tire the>e are numerous 
mportant sfut  seccets which must 
je ‘prevenied fom’ 'caking ‘out; abd 
shey are guarded by various ingen- 
tous devices. For instance, in Gov- 
2rnment offices the writing on impor- 
tant documents is dried by means of 
roller blotters, These consist of re- 
rolving cylinders covered with biot- 
Ung-paper, which are run over wet 
wk, The writing is impressed on 
the cylinder. In a confused jumble, 
Impossible to decipher, as would be 
the case if the ordinary flat blotter 
Were used. In some cases Diack 
blotting-paper is used to dry official 
letters, as it is much safer than the 
pii.z or white variety.. Important 
telegrams, if not in code, often have 
to be guarded from prying eyes by 
Government officials. For this pur- 
pose they use a simple Iittle inven- 
tion which consists of a telegraph 
form prepared with a perforated 
gummed edge. The message having 
been written, the form is folded over 
and the edges gummed down, as in 
the case of a letter-card, and its 
contents are hidden from the mes- 
senger who carries it to the tele- 
grapb office, 
Each battleship carries a book of 
code signals which holds the mean- 
ing of the little flags which flutter 
at the masthead when ships com- 
municate, The code book is of im- 
mense importance, and strict precau- 
tions are taken against it falling into 
the hands of the enemy. Each 
volume is heavily weighted with 
lead in the cover, so that in an emer- 
gency it can be thrown into the sea 
with the certainty that it will sink. 
The code book is thrown overboard 
when a battleship is sinking or has 
been crippled by an enemy ship 
which is Hkely to dispatch’ a board- 
ing party. C

If Count Bernstorff’s method was irregu- 
Jar in thus addressing the people of the United 
Btates, what is to be said of his amazing impu- 
dence in addressing the people of a country with 
whom his nation is at-war, by-one of that coun- 
try’s newspapers. 

Even if Canada were at peace with Germany 
the German ambassador at Washington would 
have no right to communicate with the people 
of this country even through diplomatic chan- 
nels. :

“Every one is guilty of an Indictable 
offence and Hable to one year’s imprison- 
ment who wilfully-and knowingly publishes 
any false news or’ tale whereby Ipjury or 
mischief is or is Hkely to be occasioned to 
any public interest.” .

THE DUBLIN. FUSILIERS. 
famous Irish Corps Whose Gallantr: 
Is Proverbial. . 

The boys of tac Kmerald Isle an 
fighting in France in their thousands, 
and none more gallantly than (the 
Dublin Fusiliers. This famous Iris 
regiment was formed in the days ot 
Elizabeth, but not until 1881, wheu 
British corps were given names ip 
Place of ‘numbers, did it/receive its 
present familiar title. The history of 
the Dublin Fuulilers Is {nseparably 
connected with India. For many 
years the regiment helped to defena 
the factories and poris of the Britiz: 
Bast India Company against the 
Dutch and the Portuguese. Unde. 
Clive the Fusiliers gained many hon- 
ors, and on one occasion 20U of iin 
Irishmen and a corps of natives cap- 

the fortifiec town of Arcot, gar- 
ed by 1,000 men. 

Clive awed the governor of the 
town into surrender, and amidst the 
astonished gaze of 100,000 inhabi- 
tants marched his handful of men in- 
to, the city. When the news of the 
capture of Arcot reached the enemy, 
& force was speedily detached to re- 
capture it, and 10,000 men, with ele- 
phants and artillery, soon appeared 
under the walls of the town. Clive 
and his garriso: of 200 men tena- 
ctously held the town, however, and, 
the enemy, despite thelr overwhelm- 
«ng numbers, were driven off. 

During the Indian mutiny the Fusi- 
liers wore blue coverings on thelr 
forage caps, and this earned for them 
the nickname of “Blue Caps.” When 
the Irishmeu under Havelock cut 
their way through to Lucknow, the 
natives learned to fear the men with 
the colored headgear, for the rebel! 
chieftains warned their dusky follow- 
era agninat the “blue-capped soldiers 
who fought Ike devils.” 

At the close of the Indian Mutiny 
‘the Fusiliers _Teturned to Madras. 
{where an  énthusiastic sreceplic.. 
lawaited them. Pieces of plate were 
| Eergeanes both to the officers’ and 


oes 


Sergeants’ messes. and a statute was 
‘raised in Madras in honor of Col. 
Neil, who fell at the head of his 
regiment at Lucknow. 

In the South Africar campaign the 
gallant deeds of ihe Dubdlin Fusilierg 
poyasves great enthusiasm, 

The Fusiliers led the heroic charge 
which captured the Boer defences on 
Tallana bill and drove tie eneay 
away from Ladysmith. The regiment 
suffered heavily for its heroism. 
When the rellering force made its en- 
try Into Ladysmith a small body of 
officers and men headed Sir Redvers 
Buller’s force. These were the few 
survivors of the Dublin Fusiliers who 
bad been given this place of honor. 





A Gruesome Gift. 


A gruesome gift was made to Lord 
Nelson by one of his <aptalns, a nem- 
ber of the illustrious “band of broth- 
ers,” as he himself termed them, who 
fought under him In the battle of ihe 
Nile. 

It will be remembererd that the 
French flagship VOrient, 120 guns, 
one of the largest ships then «ufoat, 
was blown up in the action shortly 
after the French admiral, Brueys, 
had been killed. Among the English 
ships concentrating their fre on her 
was the Swiftsure, commanded 0; 
Capt. Ben Hallowell, anchored astern 
of the doomed Frenchman, The bat- 
tle was begun late in the afiernoon 
and continued well into the uight, 
Soon after 9 o'clock flames shot out 
of the windowa of the udmiral‘s cab- 
in aboard l’Orient, 

Capt. Hallowell salved a part of 
VOrlent’s niainmast, from which he 
bad a coffin made. Less than a year 
later he sent the coflin to Nelson. 

As to the motive, it is recordsd: 
“The pralses showered upon Nelson 
were 80 extravagant that,” in the op- 
Inion of Capt. Hallowell, “he needed

Charles was directed to 
Naples to found the Italian branch of 
the family, white Jacob James Mayer, 
one of the great Rothschilds, the rail- 
reaa builder of France, became the 
head of the Paris house. There were 
five daughters also. 

Perhaps the first of the English 
Rothschilds, Nathan Mayer, was the 
greatest financial genius of the fam- 
fly. His greatest achievements were 
based on getting exchusive news ear- 
lier than anybod: else. To get such 
rapid advance {nformation he estab- 
lished a service of carrier pigeons. 
The world Is familiar with bis 
achievement at the time of the battle 
of Waterloa, He was in Paris when 
be received private information that 
Napoleon hai been defeated. He 
drove in hot haste to the battlefield, 
verified the story, reached England 
and London in incredible time for 
such days, employed agents to buy 
up Government consolf and such 
Stocks as were certain to advance 
with the news of British triumph and 
made as a.result a vast fortune. He 
lived tke a prince and entertained 
royalty. He had a superstition that 
bad luck was contagious, and he 
would have nothing to do with un- 
successful persons. He left a fortune 
of £18,000,000 ($90,000,000). 

He was succeeded by bis son Lion- 
el, who bore. ar Austrian title of 
baron. He did much toward advanc- 
ing the prestige of the house. He 
arranged immense foreign loans, 
helping among other things to fund 
the debt of the United States Govern- 
ment after the civi. war, advancing 
$20,000,000 to’the British Govern- 
ment to purchase the Khedive's Is- 
mail’s canal sbares fn 1875 and af- 
ter the Franco-Prussian war heading 
the syndicate of bankers who agreed 
to maintain the integrity of foreign 
exchange, thu~ facilitating the pay- 
ment of France's huge indemnity. 

He was the first Jew to be elected 
to Parliament, an honor which he ob- 
tained In 1847, but it was not until 
1858 that the law was so amended 
“bat he could take his seat by giving 
oath on the Old Toatament alone, as 
be bad persistently insisted upon do- 
Ing. 

Upon his deatb in 1879 the head. 
ship of the Rothschilds fell to the late 
Lord Nathan Mayer, who In 1876 had 
inherited the baronetcy of: his uncle, 
Sir Anthony, and who was himself 
Taised to the peerage in 1885. Lord 
Nathan was widely known for his 
great wealth and his philanthropic 
labors. His town house In Piccadilly 
as woll as his great country seat at 
Tring Park, Herts, was famous for 
brilliant gatherings of persons social 
ty prominent, He was educated in 
England and in 1867 married Emma 
Louisa, daughter of Baron Mayer 
Gari de Rothschiid of Frankfort-on- 
the-Main. < 

It is one of the most extraordinary 
facts about the Rothschild family 
that there could Have been so many 
intermarriages without a weakening 
of the virility and a dulling of the 
genius of the race. Baron James, 
head of the Paris branch for many 
years, married his niece. Baron Lion- 
el of London married his frst cousin 
Alphonse, the successor of Baron 
James, married Evalina, daughter of 
Baron Lionel. 

Lord Rothschild ts survived by 
Lady Rothschild and their three ehil- 
dren—the Hon. Lionel Walter, heir 
to the barony; the Hon. Charlotte 
Louisa Adela Evalina, who is mar- 
Hed to Capt. Clive B, Behrens, of the 
Royal Artillery, and the Hon. Nathan 
Chartes. It is the latter who will suc- 
ceed, it is supposed, to the active’ 
headship of the Anancial affairs of the 
English house, since the new Baron 
Lionel is not a pusiness man in any 
sense, but is noted for scientific at- 
tainments, particularly in zoology.

A Description of the Process of Manu.! 
facture of the Death-Dealing : 
Monsters. 


In view of the fact that lyddite 
shells for the use by the allied armies 
fn Europe are being manufactured in 
Belleville at Marsh & Henthorn’s 
foundry, the following description of 
the process.of manufacture of shells 
in general will be read with interest: 

The shell {s*turned down from an 
ingot of bar steel. This material is 
received from the steel works in 
blocks ten inches long and four inches 
In diameter. It is sawn {nto the size] 
from the bar, each ingot is numbered, 
and is received at the local factory in 
car load lots. 














The first operation is: 
to bore out the ingot, which is done; 
very rapidly on the ponderous drill ‘ 
bress. The core of the ingot is drilled |- 
away, leaving a shell the walls of 
which are about three-quarters of an 


inch thick. The shell is then placed 
on the turret lathe, where it is turned 
down to the required size and shape, 
The interlor of the bore is then 


gun-metal conical head, which is pier- 
ced to recelve the exploding fuse. A 
copper band is forced-on the other 
end of the shell by the heavy press. 
This band engages the rifling of the 


shell the necessary spin.

“This is that 
swhich was spoken by the Prophet 
Joel,” should not be taken to mean 
that what was witnessed In the up- 
per room on’the Day of Pentecost, 
nearly nineteen centuries ago, com- 
pletely fulfilled the Prophet Joel's 
Predictions, (Acts 2:14-40.) No 
Bible student would dispute that the 
fulfilment of the prophecy began at 
Pentecost, with the early Church, 
and has‘been tn process of fulfilment 
during, all the centuries since. It is 
as true to-day as it was then, that 
the blessing of the Holy Spirit is 
@ranted to all of God’s servants and 
fhandmaidens; and the remainder of 
the propnecy will be fulfilled with 
equal accuracy in due time.

What may look like loss to us, with reference to 
her, may in reality be great gain. What we 
4may. regard as victory, may possibly be at least 
‘temporary defeat. For example, when the Cos- 
sacks penetrated Germany’s eastern frontier in 
Posen last autumn, we were jubilant. We fond-

ITALY’S. ARMY, 

~/» The entry of Italy into the war makes it 
interesting to inquire about her military organi- 
zation. The Italian army has passed ‘throngh 
many difficult days, but it is said to have improv- 
ed greatly of late years, and has the advantage 
of the experience of the campaign in Libya be- 
hind it. It has also the advantage of profiting 
‘by.the experience of the armies in the campaign 
in Europe.» During the time which has elapsed 
since the war began Italy has had ample time 
‘to fit herself out with war material and especi- 
ally with the field artillery equipment and am- 
munition of which she was deficient last year. 

It'is probable that there has been some de- 
velopment of reserve formations, and that the 
defences in the north are now complete. The 
‘peace strength of the army last year before the 
‘war began was 14,121 officers, 250,000 other 
ranks, and 55,727 horses. The approximate war 
strength is something over a million—including 
$15,000 for the standing army. The despatches 
have affirmed that Italy has 1,000,000 men armed 
and equipped and ready for service.- In war 
there will probably be formed four armies each 
of two to four army corps and one cavalry divi- 
sion. The army corps varies in strength. It 
may contain only two regular divisions, or may 
have a mobile militia division added to {t. In 
the first case its strength will be 25,000 men, 
with 104 guns, and 18 machine guns; in the 
Second case 37,000 men, 134 guns and 26 machine 
guns. There will probably be 14 army corps mo- 
bilized in the first line. 

- In addition to the 24 divisions of the 12 
existing army corps there are 26 Alpine bat- 
talions of the first line with 38 mobile militia 
companies behind them; 26 Alpine battalions of 
the third line, 54 mountain batteries of the first 
and second line, 6 battalions of carabinieri and 
23 battalions of customs guards with militia for- 
mations behind them. In peace there are 389 
‘battalions of Alpine, pees may besagiieri and 
line; 150 squadrons of cava ry, 263 horse, field, 
-mountain and heavy batteries and 190 companies 
of fortress artillery and technical troops. These 
expand of mobilization into a total, for all three 
lines, of 824 batatlions, 180 squadrons, 360 bat- 
teries and 475 fortress artillery and technical 
eompanies. { 
‘si The first line, excluding the garrison of 
Libya and the customs guards and Ersatz troops, 
‘will. probably number 544 battalions, 180 squad- 
‘Fons, 360 batteries, 20 fortress artillery regi- 
ments and 124 technical compapies. The 
strength of the first line will be about 700,000 
amen. The Italian infantry. are armed with the 
‘€-5mm.* Mannlicher-Carcan magazine rife, pat- 
tern 91. A part of the territorial militia still 
‘have, the Vetterli-Vitali, model 70-87. 
a The war found the Italian artillery in pro- 
i¢és8 of re-armament. It possessed about 100 
eld bateries armed with the 75mm. Krupp Q.F. 
‘field gun, and others with an older weapon. 
‘Meanwhile the 75mm. pattern 1911, had been 
adopted, and 100 batteries of these'guns should 
have been delivered by the end of last year. 
“There are, some useful.6m. batteries of Krupp 
howitzers and a large assortment of siege and 
fortress guns running up to large calibres. The 
mormal slege trains include,9, 12 and.15cm. guns 
and, 15 and 21cm howitzers. These are stored

Notwithstanding the ‘failure of the 
district to live up to first reports, 
gold seekers continued to pour in 
during the fall and winter of 1866 
and great numbers of them remaincd 
through the summer of 1867, and as 
gold scekers Lave to cat, eves as you 
and I, Bellevijle and vicinity in 1867 
was treated to one grand little old 
exhibitioa of gold mine swindling. If 
there was any scheme Icft unworked 


, [it was only because the barpics didn't 


need to use it. It really was ashame 
the way they took tbe moocy away 
from the natives, It was like taking 
candy from a baby. The people cami 
up in crowds and tkey lined up, fg- 
uratively speaking. and teld oct 
stockings and sugar bowis full of 
money and asked the kind gentlemch 
to please take it from them. Belle- 
villiaus of that year learned all about 
“salted” mines, crooked “asseya”’ 
phony quartz milis and all the othe¢ 
thimblerigging that accompanirs a 
@old boom in a place where there is 
po gold. . ¥ 

All sorts of “mining companics” * 
were formed aud many a family in 
that section and elsewhere gathered, 
in exchange for real money, enough 
nice, gaudily printed Mining Stock 
Certificates to paper the spare bed- 
‘room. If they used them for this pur- 
poss they got a little good out of 
tkem, anyway. They should bave made 
very fair wallpaper (they were privi- 
ed oa good tougt stock) but that's al} 
they were good for, as none of these 
companics «ver psid dividends. 

The result of all this was that the 
Belleville district got a reputation the 
poor old thi-g really did not deserve, 
for the sharpers were strangers, and 


mostly city slickers from the States. ; 


but it gare the mining industry there- 
abouts a black eye which it carried 
for many a day. 

In later years the “Gatling Minc™ 
| was fairly prosperous. They found 
‘much ore Of good quality and treeted 
{muck that yielded as high as 335,00 
ja toa, but the deposits were not ex- 
tensive and tbe mine finally petered 
out, The Gatlirg Mine bad an exbibit 
at the Philadelphia Centennial in 1670 
and received a Medal and Diploma 
for tke samples of ore shown.

The New 
Creature would do perfectly, but it 
is hampered by the flesh, Not one 
in the whole world Is righteous, as 
the Scriptures declare, (Romans 
3:10.) All God's people have these 
inherited blemishes and imperfec- 
tions. Therefore He has arranged 
for thé cleansing of these things, If 
it were/possible to be without sin, 
there would be no arrangement for 
our being cleansed. 

The blood of Christ, which repre- 
sents the merit of Christ, Is sufficient 
not only for the sins of the past, 
but for every sin which Is attribut- 
able to the weaknesses of the flesn, 
our inheritance from Father Adan. 
But the- blood of Jesus Christ does 
not cover one wilful sin. God knows 
how to provide for sins partly wilful 
and partly due to inherited weak- 
neas..
